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NEW SURVEY OF SINATIL

-

We copy the following interesting lettor from
the Loudon Athenawin:

R. B Camr, Wany Frinax, Fob, 2, 1869, —On
he 12th of December winter fairly broke upon
us in onr eamp, st Jebel Musa, with a desperste
slorm of wind, and occasional showers of roln
and sleot. Some of the gusts wero very violent,
and ond terrifie squall brought the marquee down
with a sudden orash, in spite of sl the eare
fwhich had been taken to soeure It, Wilson snd 1,
who bad been working inside, suddenly found
urselves wirnggling amid o confused mass of tent
ropes nud fluttering canvas, books, papers, and
nmp-stools, from which we only emerged in time
0 see some of the effects of the S8inal expedition
sing whirled by the blast up the Conveut valley,
with Arabs and servants in hot pursuit,  Most of
wiem, 1 am glad to say, were ultimntely eaptured;
it some loose shoeta of laborious calenlations
paily deficd all sttempts to run them down, and
ere hopelessly lost among the cliffs of Jebel
Musa. The whole affalr wis intensely Iudi-
ous, but snnoying neverthoeless, and the be-
pavior of Halem, our chief Bodawi guide, was
Inr frosmy soothing under the ciroumstiances,
bt hardened individual, on seeing the tont
blown down and the two eaptaing strugeling in
e wrock, made no attempt whatever to stir
rom his scat by the camp-fire; he merely pofied
little fuster ut his tehibougue, and muttered,
ith the superatition of » true Bedawl, “From
he Lord.” But his meditations were rodely dis-
urbed by the cook, with o severe punch in the
b, nnd we found an honr's useful employment
r him, fetehing lurge rocks to lny upon the
pnt-pins,
By vext morming the storm had left 2 traces
pon the landseape. The eliffs and boulders,
aehed of thoeir summer coating of dust, lobked
lean and fresh, and stood out with colors depper
br more brillinnt that ever; the higher hill tops
ere strenkod with snow, snd the peaks of the
8 Bufsafeh and neighboring mountains, seen
ternately in mist and sunshine, and through
ght showiers of driving snow, formed studies
fllijah Walton would have delighted in.
On the 17th of December we made the ascent
b Jebel Katarinn, the peak which contests with
min Shaumer its supposed claim to be the
pighest in the peninsuln, The difference one
yay or the other cannot exceed u few feet, and
hough our instruments showed o slight angle of
flepression to the Intter peak, we have not yet
hid the means of determining how much of this
§ due to curvature, The point will be finally
ettled when we ascend Umm Shaumer itself, as
@ hope to do before our work is ended.
We were three hours and o quarter in reach-
g the summit, some 5300 feet above the sea.
he ascent, unusunlly long and tollsome, but
hothing more, was on this oceaslon rendered dif-
cult, if not dangerous, by the coating of soft
mow which covered the slopes of the mountain
self, and the gloomy gorge by which we ap-
bronchetl 1t from Wady Deju. The lust steep
alf mile was especially trying; and we floun-
ered about in deep enow and upon ice-coated
pcke underneath, l[ll the legs and, lungs of the
hole party were pretty severely tried. As its
beak is. the most central, and probably also the
nost lofty, so is the view from Jebel Katarina
mong the finest in the whole peninsula.  From
his high and freezing stand-point, though the
1y was far from favorable, and clouds frequently
ncealed large portions of the landscape,
e conld plainly gce the two armsof theRed Sea,
ith the hills of Arabia and Africa beyond themon
ither hand, the great limestone desert of the Tih
rotching far away northward, and the geogra-
hy and geology of the entire granitic region of
cbel Musa spread out as in a model below us.
he peaks of tfm‘l.ml. to our disappointment, wers
t no time wholly visible, and Umm Shaumer
nly peeped at us now and then for a few mo-
wents out of her veil of mist; however, in the
urse of three hours' patient watching, we suc-
seded in making all necessary observations
om this, one of the most lmportant points of
ur survey, We descended at o jog-trot, u pace
hich, though it oceasionally cost us o bheavy
ropper, was certainly the best in the long run,
nd saved us time and fatigue, and in fact eno-

were one night swept away by a flood o sudden
that they bad not even tine to escape 1o the
mountalng,  barely s hundred yards off. These
grent flomds or “sells" are of rare ocourrence,
but terrible in thelr effects when they do take
place. Sudden and excessive raing, falling on
the nuked rocks of this regdon, which possess no
alworbing power and nro utterly destitute of soll,
pour with frightful rapidity down the hill-sides
and valleys, sweeping everything before them.
The “wei” | a-]u.-:\ll( of was slmost unprecedented
in moguitide.  Holland was encamped noesr liers

Our comp here & plessnntly sitnated st the
Junction of Wady Allyat and Wady Felean, and
cloge to the onsls of Feiran, which terminates
Just at this point.  You wmay imagine the plea-
sure with wlideh, after having been #o long ne-
customed to noue but the siokly green of desert
lierbs und shrubs, we welcomod the sight of
perfect forest of date, palm, sand tamsrisk,
wacin, snd =idr treos, extending for gome two
miles down the villey, with a cool, clear atroam
rippling cheerlly under Its shade.  This onsis,
ITKe all other gréen spots in the Sinal Mountsins,
owes its existence to s contraction of the Wy,
d conseguent arrest of the usunl rapid and
nnimpeded drainnge.,

Jebel Serbal §s about four miles from the
camp. In massive ruggedness and in boldness
of featore snd ontline this mountain wogues-
tionally presents an aspect unequalled by sny
other in the peninsula; and, though not whso-
lutely the hI:.:lIu-.-l. it hns o grester command
over the surfrounelng country than any we hisve
40 far deen; unfortunntely, there s hsrdly
nsingle point In the valleys near its busa (on
this #lde at all events) which

affords n com-
prehensive view of the mountain, It is only
by nscending rome of the neighhoring

hills that the whole range of its magniticont
penks can be seon ot once; and there is no plain
asnywhere In the vicinity suitable to the assem-
bling of » large concourse of people in sight ol
any one portion. Two unimportont valleys,
Wiady Aleyat and Wady Ajeleh, ench from three
to four miles in length, rise from Feiran to the
netual base of Serbal, and furnish the ronghest
exnmples we have yet experienced of the very
rough walking io the peninsals.  Eoach—and
eapecinlly Wady Ajeleh, the western sod nar-
rower valley—is o wilderness of boulders and
torrent=beds, and high banks of alluvial deposit,
boaring the marks of many a “seil.” From
points in these two valloys, and from o few spots
wleo in Wady Feiran, imperfoct views of Serbal
are to be had; but from Wady Ajeleh the high-
cst peak 18 never seen.  The spaee between the
two, which I think has been deseribed us o
pluin, s a chaos of rogeed mountaing, rising to
us many a8 2600 fect above Felran, and concern-
ing which our boots and knees could tell 4 very
different tale.

The difficulty of ascending Serbal has been
much overstated. We went up by a hunter's
traek, longer though less precipitous than that
by the Wady Abu Hamed, usunlly taken by tra-
vellers; but in descending we followed the Iatier
ravine. There was nothing appalling in either
cake—certainly nathing to approach in difieulty
the climb to the highest peak of the Ras Sufsa-
feh. The view from the summit, though not so
extensive, is perhaps more pleasing and varied
than that from Jebel Kataring, embracing, in ad-
dition to the usual grouping of desert, mountain,
and vallev, o nearer view of the sea, the great
plain of El Kaa, bathed in heat, stretched from
the const to within a few miles of the back of
Serbal, and the green oasis of Feiran winding
eastward through the hills,

The few showers which have fallen during our
stay have already produced a marked effect
upon the vegetation. Trees nnd shrubs sre now
budding, and look fresher and greener than
before; and in valleys usunlly parched and arid
blades of grass are springing up between boul-
ders, and little ferns {m(f’ creepers coming to
life in their shade.

On Thursday, the d4th, we commence n wan-
dering life, intending to devote the whole of our
three remaining months to the gencral survey
and examination of the western part of the
peninsuls, H. 8. PALMER.
We may add to the information contained in
Mr. Palimer's notes, that he deseribes himself as
having made o series of coples of the famous
rock-inseriptions, and expresses o confident
belief that he bas found o key to the language
and meaning,. We hope this very good news

led us to reach campin two hours from the
mimit.
Our rouie somotimes lay through scenery of the
randest deseription: o portion of Wady Nasb,
bich was explored by the pundit and myself,
nd added to our sketeh survey, was especially
riking, «s presenting a remarkable exemplif-
tion of those highly-colored dykrs‘ traversing
e grunitic and schistose rocks which are seen
ere and in many other parts of this country in
ponsiderable numbers, but nowhere in such abun-
ce and perfection a8 in Wady Nasb. There,
p naked Inndscape is streaked with countless
ins of porphyry and diorite, varied and brillinnt
color, nnd of sll breadths, from a few inches
many feet, and coursing for miles over the
ptry towards every quurter of the compass,
nder and scarce less striking feature is
an in the huge granite boulders, with smooth
pme-shaped top and immense hollows weathered
b thelr under sides, which lie piled onoue snother
n wild confusion in the tributury glensof this

cy. Many of them were of such enormous
p a8 to admit of easy and upright walkiug

mderneath, and in the spaces between thom as
hey rested one on another; and there was one
huss in particular whioh 1 haveno hesitation in
stimating at the size of the dome of St. Paul's,
While the punditand I were out surveying and
pllecting names, Wilson, a(-q_-:uupuuiml by Hol-
nd, ascended Jebel Mascud for the work of the
pneral trinngulation. Our sheikh, “Eid,” in the
psence of other Arabe, wus presded Into the ser-
and induced to carry their instruments.
hough an Arab of the valleys, and not of the
ountning, he stuck to his task like & man, and
Entrived to reach the summit; but, tojudge from
he ghastly, Ironiceal grin with which, on deposit-
A ih- lond, he exclalmed, “Mr, Holland, youor
heikl is on top of & mountsin,” no one ¢an have
pn more setonlshed at this feat than himself.
Hnee then we have had to dismiss him. We
sver were mich plensed with him; he was nolsy
nd childish, and bosd no intluence with the
abs, and at last behaved so carelessly about our
nsport that it was lmposgible to keep hiw suy
bnwer.  But the separation wins not effected
thout a struggle. e first rushed ot us all in
irn, and selzed our hands to kiss them. There
as o little coy resistunce at first, during which
for onee, experienced the sensation of being
poung lady; but I, like the rest, was ul last
fliged to submit to the iniliction. His next
poceding was to lie down on the ground snd
mplore the pundit to beat him.  But the pundit
s st dinner, and told him to wait till he had
lnished, and thon he would beat him well: and,
